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Ireland and Trade War. 


Yesterday the Prime Minister stated in 
Parliament that the question of the ap- 
pointment of an Irish representative on 
the Committee which has been set up to 
deal with trade and commerce after the 
war was at present under consideration. 
We had hoped that by this time it would 
have been possible for the Government to 
announce that an Irish representative was 
already chosen. At all events, we trust 
that the, consideration which is being 
given to the matter will have a practical 
outcome. Here and there signs are to be 
observed that Irish business men are be- 
stirring themselves with regard to, trade 
development. They cannot affold to 
neglect it. At present—to a less 
extent in Ireland than in England, but 
still in Ireland, too—traders in general 
are getting a share of war-time profits, 
which go to balance extra taxation and en- 
hanced cost of labour and materials. A 
few have been badly hit by recent condi- 
tions of trade, and a few others have 
made exceptional profits ; we put it merely 
as a summary that, in general, there is a 
balance between special business and 
special expenses. It is necessary, how- 
ever, to look forward. It is certain that, 
for some years after the close of hostilities, 
taxation must be heavy, and it is almost 
equally certain that the cost of materials 
and the cost of labour will not return to 
the pre-war level. The charges on busi- 
ness will remain much as they are: what 
about the turnover of business when war 
orders cease and the present inflation of 
currency disappears? The spending power 
of the population of the British Isles will 
be reduced to a level much below that of 
pre-war years. It has been exercised 
abnormally during the war period. We 
have been importing war material, food- 
stuffs, and other commodities to a value 
much beyond the former standard, and, 
instead of paying for the excess with the 
produce of Aos own my see dr pe we are 
using capital savings. We shall all have to 
‘ca’ canny” until the balance of foreign 
trade has been restored and set strongly 
in our favour in order that we may win 
back the unproductive expenditure on the 
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| General Election, which 


| They have tolerated a Consular service 


which, to a large extent, has been singu- 


larly out of touch with British com- 


mercial interests and sometimes singu- 
larly in touch with the interests of our 
chief commercial rivals, They have 
tolerated educational and banking systems 
which failed to give the support to British 
commercial interests which German com- 
merce had from the educational and 
banking systems of Germany. They 
themselves have been blind and supine 
in their. own arrangements. It has 
been constantly reported from abroad 
that British firms lose business 
because they will not adapt their 
goods to local requirements, do not send 
out good commercial travellers and attrac- 
tive catalogues (with quotations in local 
standards of currency and measurement), 
and are frequently content to trust their 
interests to foreign agents. British 
traders are now alert. They are going to 
strive to take or recover for themselves the 
very markets in which Gemans have been 
active in recent years. The new spirit is 
already being reflected in State action, and 
much more, we are sure, is to happen in 
that direction. It is manifest, too, in 
their own actions. We need not give 


instances: they can be found in almost |. 


any day’s newspaper. 

In England the matter is almost entirely 
one of manufactures. The North of Ire- 
land, of course, is equally concerned in 
the new plans for the extension of markets 
for British industrial products, and we 
believe that Ulster business men are as 
alert as any in the United Kingdom. For 
the rest of Ireland the talk of foreign 
markets has had less interest. It would 
be a mistake, however, for us to act as if 
we were outside the new 1ncvement for the 
development of trade. It is not only 
German trade abroad that has to be cap- 
tured: there is the tirade which was done 
by Germans in the United Kingdom itself. 
It is to help manufacturers who wish to 
work up business of that kind that an 
exhibition of German and Austrian manu- 
factures is now being held in Dublin, and 
that a representative of the Board of Trade 
is in the city also. Mr. Kershaw ex- 
plained his duties.to the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday. We shall be disappointed 
if the manufacturing activities of Ireland 
are not the richer for the addition of some 
business for home or foreign markets, 
which formerly was in the hands of 
our enemies. The committee on trade 
and commerce after the war will recom- 
mend means for the protection of such 
business against German efforts to resume 
it, and it would be well to have on the 
committee a representative of Ireland who 
would see that any new business promoted 
in this country shall get a proper measure 
of protection and encouragement. We 
must ever bear in mind, however, that Ire- 
land’s chief industry is agriculture. . It 


seems to us that the great matter for con- 


sideration in connection with trade after 
the war, as far as Ireland is concerned, 
is the future of agriculture. The economic 
situation demands that the United King- 


.dom ,should not only develop ‘its export 


trade, but also restrict its imports. The 
item of imports which most admits of re- 
duction is foodstuffs. A movement for 
the extension of food production within 
the Kingdom ought to have strong sup- 
port. We have appealed for an Advisory 
Council for Irish trade. The development 
of agriculture and the securing of protec- 
tion for Irish produce in the British market 
would be important matters for such a 
Council. For many years the State has 
allowed agriculture to shift for itself, and 
Officials in Ireland have even tried to 
thwart its development on economic: lines. 
Now that a strong disposition exists to 
employ measures for thé encouragement 


and protection of food production at home, 


Ireland ought to have a powerful voice in 
the discussion of those measures. 


The Balkans. 


The situation in the Balkans is 
obscure enough in its military aspect, but 
it is still further complicated by a variety 
of political considerations. Yesterday's 
Paris communiqué reported that “ opera- 
tions are being pursued along the whole 
front of the Eastern Army.” ‘These opera- 
tions are so far somewhat amorphous, for 
the front in question is not continuous or 
coherent. . The main forees on either side 
are not yet in contact ; it is a preliminary 
phase of mancuvring for position. The 
defensive perimeter around . Salonika 
originally established by the Allies is, 
roughly, bounded on the left by the Vardar 
and on the right by the Struma, and in 
the centre by a chain of heights covering 
the port. Outsidé this area the surround- 
ing districts of Macedonia are not in the 
Allies’ effective occupation ; but they have 
placed in these districts outposts to ob- 
serve the enemy, who until recently had 
not attempted to penetrate far across the 
Greek border. The Allies have now made 
a forward movement in the centre, threat- 
ening an advance up the Salonika-Nish 
railway. To this movement the Bulgarians 
have replied by closing in on the wings, 
and before this Bulgarian advance the 
Allies have withdrawn their outposts back 
upan their main line. There the military 
situation stands for the present. It has 
already developed far enough, however, 
for serious political complications to 
emerge, involving Greece in new difficul- 
ties. In the first place, the advance of 
the enemy's left wing promises to carry 


the Bulgarians to the Agean port of 


Kavalla. That port is outside the area of 
the Allies’ occupation ; but its possession 
was the chief bone of contention between 
Greece and Bulgaria in the second Balkan 
War, and it is doubtful whether, in the 
presence of a Bulgarian seizure of it, Greek 
public opinion would permit the Govern- 
ment to maintain its attitude of passivity 
at all costs. In the next place, the Greek 
inhabitants of the Macedonian districts 
invaded by the Bulgarians are fleeing in 
all directions from their hereditary 
enemies, whose past excesses they have 
good reason to remember. This irruption 
of the civil population into the zone of 
Allied occupation is interfering with the 
Franco-British military movements, and 
the British and French Ministers have

A Delicate Question. 


The official cinematograph films of the 
battle of the Somme have been released 
for public exhibition next week, and the 
delicate question has been raised whether 
they should be shown in their entirety, 
The films, as they were privately exhibited, 
picture the horror of war equally with 
its pageantry and its machinery. They 
were taken in the firing trenches, and dis- 
play not only the artillery bombardment 
and its effects on the German positions, 
but also the British assault itself—the in- 
fantry going “over the top,” with men 
falling back killed or wounded into the 
trench ; the charge across the open and 
the gaps made in the line by bullet and 
shell ; and later some of the dreadful re- 
| sults of the fighting with which the 
| ambulance had to cope. It is urged in 
i some quarters that these grim details 
of the offensive should be excised. We 
have much sympathy with this argument. 
We can well understand the view which 
Sees no justification, but only cruelty to 
many sufferers at home, in rendering still 
more vivid the tragedy of which imagina- 
tion is already full. On the other hand, 
it is true that a picture which would pre- 
sent merely the record of the machinery 
of the offensive in motion would be in- 
complete, and that, if the purpose of the 
exhibition is to bring the war home, it 
cannot be stripped of all its poignant de- 
tail. We can imagine that many may 
wish, in no spirit of morbid curiosity, but 
in one rather of reverence and pride, to see 
with their own eyes exactly what their 
country demands of our brave men out 
there in Picardy. It is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. It is especially difficult 
in its application to this country. We 
can scarcely bear to think of the emotion 
of mourners who, making such a reverent 
pilgrimage to the battle-line, should be 
insulted in the lower-class picture-houses 
by Republican cheers at the spectacle of 
our falling brave. The unexpurgated film 
of the battle of the Somme is certainly not 
in any case fare for any chance-comer to 
a picture-house. Perhaps, the best course 
would be. for the éadder record of the 
fighting to be shown apart from the major 
portion, and for the proper authorities to 
| exercise a wise discrimination as to the 
houses where its exhibition should be per- 
mitted.

He is taking steps to 
have the matter remedied. Mr. Asquith 
spoke approvingly of the project of hold- 
ing <= representative conference on elec- 
toral reform, and evoked general cheers 
by his announcement that the Government 
were satisfied that there were cases of 
hardship among old age pensioners calling 
for relief, and were considering the neces- 
sary steps. Mr. Lloyd George flatly de- 
clined to satisfy Mr. Snowden's anxiety as 
to the number of men obtained for the 
Army under the Military Service Acts, 
and the Prime Minister was equally abrupt 
in refusing to postpone the adjournment 
in order to give further time for the dis- 
cussion on food prices and other matters. 

At the close of questions Mr. Runci- 
man, who was loudly cheered on his return 
to the House, gave a brief account of his 
missiougto Italy, which had been in every 
way successful.

Neverthe- 
less, the German attacks reveal their anxiety 
for their left wing, and. this afternoon’s 
communiqué. with its bag of prisoners, shows 
that the Russian operations in Tchervistche 
Oestrich, which is further south of Stokhod, 
and, therefore, nearer Kovel, continue, and are 
being attended with considerable success. 

In the wooded Carpathians the Russians have 
taken the measure of the Austrian advances 
from Transylvania, although the Archduke Karl 
has received further German reinforcements. 
Both the Jablonitzas are now Russian, the one 
on the pass of the same name, and the other 
south-westwards of Kuty. The Archduke's de- 
monstrations are evidently intended for the most 
part to intimidate Rumania. 

Military writers dismiss the idea of the accom- 
plishment of any far-reaching strategic pur- 
pose, such as seriously menacing the Russian 
advance in Galicia. The Russians operating in 
the wooded Carpathians in the direction of 
Marmaros Sziget are now on Transylvanian 
soil, and have reached the source of the Tissa, 
which, after running through Hungary, joins 
the Danube near Belgrade. 

In Asia Minor the Russians are occupying 
mountains westward of Bingel Dagh,; which offer 
an insupefable barrier to Erzingan from the 
south-east. Moreover, they threaten the flank 
and rear of the Turks. North-eastwards of the 
Mush-Bitlis line the Turkish force is still 
seventy-five miles to the south-east of Erzerum, 
and, according to the last despatches, has re- 
ceived a bad check. Fighting is proceeding 
twenty-five miles south-west of Lake Urmia.

THE POSSIBLE OCCUPATION 


OF KAVALLA. 


(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.)

The developments in the military situation in | 
Macedonia are being followed with the utmost 
interest here by aft eireles of Greek opinion 
from the highest 10,4be jowest. There is much 
speculation as regards the attitude of Greece, 
particularly over the possibility of the Bulgarian 
occupation of Kavalla. Judging from the tele- 
grams received by the local Press from Salonika, 
the Bulgarian advance into Greek Macedonia | 
has produced a profound impression on the | 
Greek population, and the decisions of the |

NAVAL CRITICS AND THE 


NORTH SEA “ SCRAP.” 


The Naval Correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle writes—The a eof a large 
German squadron in the North Sea on Saturday 
morning was a significant incident, but caused 
no surprisé to the British Fleet. The purpose 
was evidently, if possible, to encounter some 
inferior British force. Destroyers and sub- 
marines would be sent on ahead of the main 
force, and as our light cruisers followed the 
retiring enemy submarines would be lying on 
the flank ready to attack. This, at least, seems 
to be the explanation of the loss of the Notting- 
ham and Falmouth. It should be recognised 
that enterprises of this nature never intended 
to be pushed to a great decision are always 
possible to the Germans. They can issue from 
Wilhelmshaven for a cruise. A German fleet. 
merely cruising in the North Sea and evading 
action, can exerciso no influence whatever on 
the situation. 

Writing on the same subject, the Naval Ex- 
pert of the Daily News, says—The effect of the 
loss of the Nottingham and Falmouth on our 
relative strength is all but negligible. In the 
last official return, issued before the war, Great 
Britain was shown to have 85 light cruisers 
built and building, against a German total of 
49. Of these, we have lost seven, and Ger- 
many sixteen, leaving the totals at 78 and 33 
respectively. The figure of our loss—seven—is 
the full total, but Germany has lost the Elbing 
and Wiesbaden, which are not known to have 
been in hand when war broke out, and one 
vessel at Jutland, which has not been identified. 
On the known figures, therefore, we began with 
a superiority of 85 light cruisers to 49. The 
ratio now stands at 78 to 33. Instead of the 
measure of our superiority being 173 to 100, 
it is now 237 to 100, which does not say much 
for the “war of attrition.”’ 

The engagement in the North Sea was not a 
fight, but a chase, says the Daily Mail's own 
correspondent, on the North-East coast. The 
German High Sea Fleet was out and part of 
the British Fleet, with an extensive sprinkling 
of small craft. The British pursued the retreat- 
ing enemy, and the Germans left submarines 
behind to intercept them. One of these tor- 
pedoed the Nottingham. A German submarine 
was sunk. The Falmouth was also torpedoed 
by a submarine. All the officers and crew were 
saved. One man afterwards died from his in- 
juries. The Germans atiempted a novel method 
of efighting.

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE said he ee 
with Lord Salisbury that matters should 80 
arranged that Parliament should, for as short 
a time as possible, be placed out of reach of 
the appeal to the constituencies, which in a 
democratic country was the only way of 
ascertaining whether Parliament was fit to 
continue its work or not. The trouble was 
that, whilst all were ready to admit there 
should be an adequate treatment of the ques- 
tion of a register on which an election was 
to take place; none of them were able to agree 


as to what an adequate treatment really was. 


The divergence of opinion on the subject was 
almost infinite. Whilst at one end there were 


people who were content with the old rg moe 


there were at the other end people who urge 
that this was the moment for settling the 
questions of franchise, redistribution, and so 
The Government had endeavoured to 
steer a middle course. Thoir scheme, though 
by no means water-tight, and one which it was 
easy to criticise, was one somewhere between 
the two extreme policies, and it had the merit 
of not pulling into the crucible important ques- 
tions which could not well be dealt with at the 
moment, As to Lord Salisbury’s plan to enable 
soldiers And sailors to exercise the vote, he 
preferred to withhold his opinion until he knew 
what the plan was, but he hoped the noble 
lord and those who acted with him would not 
consider that the Government were wanting in 
gratitude or sympathy with those who were 
doing euch splendid service to the country. 
Personally, nothing would induce him to be a 
party to any proposal which could fairly be 
regarded as putting a slight. upon the members 
of those distinguished forces. But he saw 
nothi that could be described as a slight in 
admitting that there might be practical diffi- 
culties in the provisional arrangements which 
would enable the men to exercise the franchise, 
But the noble marquis, by presenting a bill, 


. Was advancing his views in the best possible 


way, and he could rest assured that the pro- 
posals would be carefully examined. 

Viscount MIDLETON suggested that an 
amendment should be inserted in Committee, 
making it clear that if, for any reason, the 
Government were unable to pass the Registra- 
tion Bill, and had to appeal to the country on 
the old register, that the new Parliament 
should only continue for one or two years. 

The bill was read a second time.

TRAWLERS ATTACKED BY 
ZEPPELINS. 


— 


Two Hull trawlers report having sighted 
Zeppelins thirty miles off the East Coast on 
Saturday. One of the airships first hovered 
over a Dutch steamer, but when the neutral 
flag was hoisted she made for the trawler, and 
coming down to within a short distance dropped 
a bomb, which fell thirty feet astern and threw 
up a volume of water. The stern of the boat 
was lifted and several of the crew thrown off 
their feet, but no one was injured. The Zep- 
pelin emitted clouds of smoke, in which she dis- 
appeared, and was next seen a considerable 
distance away. ‘Two Zeppelinsa hovered over 
another trawler, but dropped no bombs. 

Grimsby trawlers report having seen Zep- 
peling in the North Sea on Sunday.

EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN, 
-———&—-——- 


HOW IRELAND MAY BENEFIT. 


At the weekly lun@h meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday in the Central Hotel, 
the guest was Mr. H. Kershaw, of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, who is at present in Dublin in charge 
of the Exhibition of German and Austrian 
manufactures, now on view at the National 
Museum, Kildare street, to which reference has 


already been made in the ru) Times. 


Mr. J. R. Coade, J.P., President of the 
Club, ecctipied the chair. In introducing Mr. 
Kershaw he said the Exhibition was intensely in- 
teresting, and ought to be visited by every 
manufacturer in Ireiand. 

Mr. Kershaw said the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch was working hand in hand with the De- 
artment of Agriculture and Technical Inutruc- 
tion for Ireland. They had gone to considerable 
trouble to bring the Exhibition to Dublin, and 
he believed it ought to be of definite, concrete 
service to Irish manufacturers. It had high 
educational value; it was attractive and 
interesting; it was a powerful instrument 
for getting into touch with the industrialists of 
Ireland. Behind the Exhibition was the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, a very powerful 
organisation which was capable ard ready to 
supply information of all kinds to business 
people. Information relating to tariffg in 
foreign countries, taxes, conditions relating’ to 
commercial travellers in those countries, com- 
mercial agents, etc., would be given for the ask- 
ing—all in relation to new markets for Ire- 
land’s output. If a man was interested in a 
market in Petrograd or Moscow, or any other 
foreign capital, the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch had machinery which could be put in 
motion to find the information he wanted. They 
were anxious that inquiries of that description 
should be made, and they were being made. 
The Commercial Intelligence Branch was doing 
a vast amount of good, and the results were 
extremely gratifying. There was an immense 
market in British colonies for what was called 
mediam quality stuff. The Germans, in ex- 
panding their markets, started by utilising Bri- 
fish agents for getting their goods in until they 
got a grip of the market, and then they 
yundied out the British agents, and were doing 
the trade direct. The Government Depart- 
ments were most anxious to help manufacturers, 
technically, and in every other way. The Ger- 
mans, of late years, had -sacrificed everything 


to the sustaining of military achievement, to 


carry on their Prussianism. He thought there 


was little doubt that of late years Germany had 


debased her literature, depreciated art 
brutalised modern music, devitalised religion, 
and reduced it to a cold, hard, ethica] system. 
In proportion as she had fallen from her high 
ideals she had gained in positive methods the 
basis of which was commerce. Germany had 
placed before her the ideal that might wag 
ht, and she had cultivated the arte, the wiles 
commerce, to an enormous extent. In pro. 
portion as she had lost her fine ideals, she had 
in materialism. Ireland and England 

must emulate German methods of working in 
order to combat _ Colossus with the feet cf 


clay. ( . 
After Mr, Kershaw had answered many ques 
tions with regard to details of business, it was 
that the Exhibition ought first to be 
d, and that then the officials in charge 
would give all possible intorm tion to in-

THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—We can understand Mr. Walker stating 
that Ulster Covenanters have made a “‘ false 
step, - but they are satisfied that they have 
taken the right step, and have nothing to 
** retrace.” or have they “ deserted’ any- 
one, for their fellow-Covenanters outside their 
six counties are in the other three, and by 
these they have been justified; and Covenanters 
require neither apology nor excuse for a ' de- 
sertion ” which has not occurred.” They are 
stronger because of their “step, and, there- 
fore, better able to befriend those who look 
to them in the other three counties, or, if you 
like, in the other twenty-six counties—among 
them, I take it, is not Mr. Walker. 

Mr. Walker is freatly distressed that Ulster- 
men have “ kept not the Covenant," according 
to his reading of it. Ulstermen are every day 
more and more satisfied that they have done 
the right thing, because by doing what they 
have done they believe they have largely con- 
tributed to killing Home Rule altogether. 
Whether Home Rule do come for twenty-six 
counties or not at all, they have done the 
correct thing. 

When I spoke of Unionists in six counties as 
being two to one, I did not contemplate mern- 
bers of Parliament; I was thinking of popula- 
tion, showing the strength of the majority as 
to homogeneity of feeling, the strength of our 
people of the six counties. We know how some 
of the members of Parliament have been re. 
turned, by priestly influence, and by what is 
known as the “ swallow "’ vote—the flitting of a 
poor person for two nights to manufacture a 
vote after the mogt approved Tammany methods. 
These experiences of election, devised to frus 
trate the honest intention of Parliament, have 
widened more than ever the gap between the 
two peoples, and show how ettarty opposed are 
their views of public morality. I wish to 
emphasise what I said when this correspondence 
began—that it is utter folly for (no doubt well- 
meaning) gentlemen to write letters or articles 
on the assumption that no one now believes 
in the partition of Ireland under Home Rule, 
except in one sense—that Home Rule will not, 
and cannot, take place. For as surely as any- 
thing can be, there will be six counties which 
will not go under an Irish Parliament; and it 
would be just as much criminal folly to place 
the twenty-six counties under an Irish Parlia- 
ment as for Mr. Birrell] to coquet with a treason- 
able conspiracy by allowing it to develop, in- 
stead of crushing it in the bud.—Yours, etc.,

Sin,—It is to be hoped that the suspension 
of Parliaynentary business for the tern of the 
recess, and the consequent immunity of the 
Government from ocriticiam in the House of 
Commons, will not lead to any needless delay 
in the settlement of the claims of those whose 

remises and property were destroyed at Easter. 
a months have passed, and it is not a 
cause for wonder if those who have been thrown 
out of business, or who are striving under 
great difficulties to carry on in temporary pre- 
mises, are growing impatient for some sign of 
the fulfilment of Mr. Asquith’s undertaking 
that they would be adequately indemnified, to 
the extent, at the least, of making good their 
actual material losses.. On the strength of 
that pledge the sufferers, being persuaded that 
the Government intended to deal fairly with 
them, tacitly waived the question of conse- 
quontial damages, which, in strict justice, they 
were entitled to raise. But, on the other hand. 
they never contemplated the prospect of hav- 
ing these damages enormously aggravated by a 

rolonged delay in restoring them to their 
han position. It is a truism that suspension 
of business for even a brief period means the 
loss of goodwill, and the goodwill] of a sound 
business may be estimated at so many years’ 
urchase of the profits, according to its nature. 
he essence of such relief as was promised by 
the Prime Minister, after he had seen with his 
own eyes the destruction wrought in the city, 
ia that it should come quickly, 

Again, take the case of a firm or an in- 
dividual merchant who has been able to secure 
temporary premises, and tries to keep his busi- 
ness going. His stock has been destroyed by 
looting or fire, or both combined, and 
his safes have not preserved his books— 
has ry sent that the recovery of debts 
due to him will be slow and dificult. He 
borrows from his bank on socurity or by 
arrangement a sum, say, of £10,000, and he is 
lucky if he gets it at 6 per cent. t amounts 
to a charge of a year upon what profit 
he can make in his embarrassed circumstances.
